By a Mail that came in Yefterday frem France, 
with Letters dated laft Saturday, there’s Advice 
from Italy of the Leath of Don Felix Cornejo, the 
Spanifh ices Extraordinary at Genoa, of an Apo- 
piexy ; and alio of the Death of the Englifh Con- 
ful there, after a long Fit of Sicknefs,—- They add, 
moreover, that the Duk: of Modena is dead, in the 
82d Year of his Age. 

Some Letters from Vienna fay, that the Count de 
Khevenhuiler is fo indifpofed at Belgrade, that he 
has defired the Emperor to excufe him from further 
Service in the Pield, and to let him officiate in the 
Poft which his Majetty lately conferred on him, of 
Vice-Prefident of the Council of War. They men- 
tion a Report alfo, that the Count de Seckendorff is 
fo ill in his Camp at Sabafch, that his Lite is in Dar- 
ger. Complaints arrive daily at Vienna, of the 
Sicknefs that {preads in the Army for Want of Pro- 
vifions ; and of the Scarcity of Money, which is 
fuch, that tho’ the Garifon of Niffa has not above 
a Fortnight’s Steck of Provifions, the Imperial Com- 
miffaries have not wherewithal to purchafe more. 
The Letters add, that the Prince of Bevern, and 
Count Charles Palf, are both returned from the 
Army, fhaking with a Quartan Ague. There are 
fome Advices, neverthelefs, that Zwornick is be- 
fieged by 18,000 Germans ; but they hardly deferve 
Credit, before the Arrival of the Mail, which may 
be expeted T'o- Morrow from Holland. 

Yefterday Se'nnight a Stranger was found in a 
Ditch, not far from Burdfophoufe, within a Mile of 
Swinden, in Berkfhire, with his Throat cut, ana 
without Stockings, Breeches, Hat, Wig, or Shoes. 
He was fuppofed to have been robb'd and murder'd 
but a Day or two before.
